November 11.—A terrible 
fire broke out in Woodstock at midnight. It

A serious loss for 
which there is no adequate compensation is 
the destruction of the firm's patterns and ma- 
chinery, some of which cannot be replaced in-

| HARRIS’S HIATUS. 


HE FOUND IT IN THE CENTER OF 
HIS PLATFORM. 


The Leader of a Gang of Convicts, Who Murder 
Their Guard, Expiates His Crime—-A Miner 
Performs the Grand Trapeze Act 
in Fayetteville, West Virginia. 
GREENESBORO, November 11.—To-day Joe 
Harris, colored, who was tried and convicted 
ut the September term of the court for the 
murder of E. T. Langston, a guard in the 

county chain-gang, was hung at this place. 

Though the execution was private, it attract- 
eda great crowd to town. They stood around 
the jail, trying in vain to catch a glimpse of 
what was going on within the inclosure. The 
execution was witnessed by only Sheriff J. H. 
English and a sufti¢ient guard, the attending 
physician, Dr. J. H. Ghiesling, THe Consti- 
TUTION correspondent, a few relatives, and 
two colored ministers, 

Last night Harris. was restless and seemed 
this morning to be impatient for the hour of 
doom to arrive. ; 

He was led out of his cell about half-past 
eleven o'clock. At 
he had nothing to do with the murder for 
he to He sullen, 
and declined to answer most of the 
questions addressed to him. He said he had 
made his peace with his God, and was not

said good-bye all At twelve 
o'clock and nine minutes the drop fell, and 
the wretch fell with a dull thud, 
He struggled very little, as the. neck 
was broken by the fall. In sixteen minutes 
Dr. Gheisling pronounced him dead. The 
body was allowed to hang thirteen minutes 
longer. It was then cut down, placed ina 
coffin, and turned over to his relatives, who 
seemed to bear his punishment very resigned- 
ly.

Winn was indicted, and after a 
long and exciting trial, was acquitted. The 
fact that he did not escape probably helped 
him very much. Jim Allen made so good 
his escape thathe has never yet been caught. 
It is thgught that he was the original design- 
er ofthe murder, as he was the sharpest of 
the convicts and had the mrost vicious char- 
acter in the lot. 

Joe Harris was captured the day after the 
murder, and denied that he participated 
in the killing of Langston. He said that he 
merely escaped because he saw a good chance, 
and notto avoid the consequence of any 
crime he had committed.

Wasninctron, November 11.—A gentleman 
well known in confederate circles says: As 
none of the people you have interviewed 
know anythingabout the confederate 
fund, I will tell you what was stated to me in 
1865 in England. The disbursing officers had 
altogether a very large sum on hand, which 
they were too honest to appropriate and 
pocket, and if they retained it, the United 
States governinent, it was feared, could seize 
it. So they placed it in the hands of honor- 
able Englishmen, as trustees, to hold for a 
term of years, and then to dispose of it as 
scemed most just. At the bead af these, | 
understand, was Lord Haughton. The bank 
of England is probably only the depository 
and agent of the trustees. The bonds issued 
approximated $800,000,000. Probably not one- 
third are now in existence. This money in 
England was the product of cotton, ete., 
bought and paid for with bonds. The United 
States has no right whatever to it, and history 
will hand down to our posterity that though 
we were defeated, we did not repudiate our 
debt, and that the creditors received all that 
it Was possible to pay them.
